Site for the composite high school being 
planned for the Crows Nest Pass School Di¬ 
vision No. 63, created the most discussion at 
the Division's annual meeting February 9th, 
when it was disclosed that the Coleman site has 
so far been given number one preference and 
the Bodio property site southwest of Blairmore, 
second choice. Sites in Frank and Hi Merest 
have been eliminated. 

While discussing the new oom- 


AOittagh recent disclosure of 
news that the new highway 3 
may pass through the area plan¬ 
ned for the school in Coleman, 
the board advised that it had con¬ 
tacted the Department of High¬ 
ways, and if was learned that the 
highway could be moved to ac¬ 
commodate the school division 
plans. 

The board also advised that in 
Coleman only one property own¬ 
er had to be dealt with while in 
Blairmore there were two prop¬ 
erty owners to contend with and in 
Frank, owner of the land would 
not break up his 260 acres of 
land to provide only 20 for the 
division. Hilterest was eliminated 
due to the railway crossing hazard, 
hilly area and distance from the 
more heavily populated areas in 
the division. The Bellevue site in¬ 
cluded some of the drawbacks 
that Hillcrest has. 

Board chairman John Salus ad¬ 
vised the meeting that the Old 
Man River Regional Planning 
Commission has held up progress 
on selecting a school site for six 
months as their recommendation 
for a site was to have been given 
to the board last July. It . is ex¬ 
pected that confirmation of a site 
will be announced by the end of 
this month. The site selected will 
then have to be approved by the 
Department of Education in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Mayor Airik Tiiberg of Blair- 
more enquired if the board or 
anybody has given any consider¬ 
ation to air pollution when se¬ 
lecting the site for the composite 
high school. 

He stated that the pole treating 
plant at the east end of Coleman 
produced tremendous amounts of 
smoke that blew in the direction 
of the school site with the pre¬ 
vailing winds. He also added that 
with the Coleman Collieries plan¬ 
ning a large cleaning plant jx- 
pansion at the east end of Cole¬ 
man, dust would also create a 
nuisance and pollution. Mayor Ti- 
berg asked that his statement re¬ 
garding air pollution be recorded 
for reference purposes ten years 
hence.

When the dections for 
the board were held Bellevue, Hill- 
crest and Frank which comprise 
a sub-district of the division, were 
entitled to two trustees on the 
board. The Frank and Hillcrest 
trustees were elected. 

The matter of the school board 
not providing a school bus to 
transport Bellevue children to the 
Centennial Caravan in Blairmore 
last spring, was brought up by 
Mayor Mrs. Jepson. It was dis¬ 
closed that the board had spent 
several hours considering provid¬ 
ing the buses, hut could not find 
regulations to permit usage of the 
bus for an event that was not 
school-sponsored. The board is now 
making a book of policy that will 
govern future situations of such a 
nature. 

W. J. Eae, supt. of schools, pre¬ 
sented his annual report showing 
that all Schools in the division 
are operating efficiently. 

Financial statement was stud¬ 
ied and several minor details were 
explained by chairman Horace Al¬ 
len or members of the board of 
trustees. 

There were only 12 persons with 
the exception of the full board in 
attendance at the meeting held in 
the M. D. McEachern school in 
Bellevue.

Telephone Rates

Long distance telephone rates 
will be reduced between Alberta- 
Yukon, and some points in north¬ 
ern British Columbia, effective 
February 18, 1968. 

The reductions are the results 
of negotiations between Alberta 
Government Telephones and Ca¬ 
nadian National Telecommunica¬ 
tions, the two companies that own 
the microwave systems that link 
the north with the rest of Canada. 

The following are examples of 
the new rates, station-to-station. 
Grande Prairie to Whitehorse, 
Y.T., was $3.40, now $3.10; Ed¬ 
monton to Whitehorse was $4.45, 
now $4.06, and Calgary to White¬ 
horse was $4.66, now $4.20. Re¬ 
ductions will also apply to person- 
topereon, night and Sunday rates. 

Hie reductions are in effect 
from all points in Alberta and 
recognize the increased long dis¬ 
tance telephone traffic to the 
north.

Two readings were given to a 
by-law to raise the local water 
rates which council found neces¬ 
sary due to increased costs of 
pumping, construction of a new 
pump house and improvements to 
the water system. 

The new monthly rates include 
hotels, $33; schools, $3 per room 
in use; cafes, $6; motels, $1.50 
per unit; service stations, $7.50; 
coin operatel laundry, $37.50, and 
all other services $3 per month. 

The town secretary Cliff Noble, 
informed council that there would 
be 18 properties go up for tax 
sale on April 29th. The Building 
Committee and council will hold a 
meeting after the annual meeting 
February 26tb to review this mat¬ 
ter. 

Rip-rapping the banks and clean¬ 
ing out the channel of Nez Perce 
Creek through town was turned 
down as a winter works project. 
Council approved work on this 
matter being started without de¬ 
lay to avoid flooding problems that 
could arise this spring.

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Canadian Education 
Week.. . 

March 3 to 9 

The theime of Canadian Educa¬ 
tion Week this year (March 3 to 
9) is directed at the high school 
student. It is: “Don’t Quit . . . 
Choose!” 

This theme is amplified in a 
brief pamphlet distributed to stu¬ 
dents across the country. Ait a 
time when high school drop-outs 
are presenting Canada’s educators 
with a constant and heart-break¬ 
ing problem, this pamphlet may 
well be worth quoting in full. 

Some young people SHOULD 
leave school ... but are you sure 
you’re one of them? 

Yes, some young people should 
leave school—either bo attend a 
different sort of school—or to get 
a job. There are a few who are 
unfitted—physically, mentally, or 
emotionally—-for the school they 
are attending or even for any 
kind Of formal schooling. 

These young people, though, are 
a minority—a very small minor¬ 
ity. The rest should stay in school 
—in the right school, of course, 
but in school. 

Many of us have thought at 
one time or another of dropping 
out—either through boredom, or 
frustration, or whatever. It’s nor¬ 
mal. 

If this feeling does not pass, 
then you may be in the wrong 
school. But there is a right school 
for you. There is the right school 
—and the right courses of study— 
for every young persons. — Ask 
around. Ask a counsellor. 

And then, when you’ve found the 
right school, stick wiibh it until 
you reach your goal. 

Many drop-outs seem happy now 
—but what about ten years from 
now? What will they be — where 
will they be—then? Ask yourself 
that question. 

Some young people should leave 
school—but make very sure you’re 
one of them. Think it over. There’s 
time to make up your mind—but 
not —very much time. —* 

Don’t quit—choose! 

The Canadian Education Week 
people would like to see that mes¬ 
sage pinned up on the bedroom 
wall of every high school student 
in the nation. I it persuades just 
one young person to finish high 
school instead of dropping out, 
they feel that their efforts will 
have been worthwhile. 

There are many spots in the 
economic intellectual and social 
life of Canada which are open only 
to the university graduate. There 
are almost none open today to the 
student who does not complete 
high school. 

Canadian Athletes 
Seek Your Support 

Canadiians developed a new 
sense of pride and national iden¬ 
tity when this country became 100 
years old. Enough, perhaps, to 
match the example set recently by 
four women from Czechoslovakia. 

The four plan to walk from' 
Prague to Mexico City this year, 
averaging 25 miles per day and 
carrying all their needs — spare 
clothing, shoes, a tent, sleeping 
bag, cooking utensils and one 
week’s rations. The trip may be 
motivated in part by a sense of 
adventure, but their goal demon¬ 
strates a fierce national pride. 
They will be in Mexico City in 
~ October to cheer on the Czech 
team in the XIXth Olympic Games 
This year the Canadian Olympic 
Association is searching for simi¬ 
lar desire from Canadians to sup¬ 
port their most ambitious pro¬ 
gram. At the Winter Olympics in 
Grenoble, France, during Febru¬ 
ary, 72 athletes will represent our 
country in six sports; at the Sum¬ 
mer Games in Mexico City, 146- 
plus Canadian athletes will com¬ 
pete in 13 sports. 

The OGA, which underwrite^ 
this program, needs $500,000 from' 
the general public. e 

It has been worked out as mean 
ing two and a half cents from/ 
each person. It is not a stagger¬ 
ing budget when compared to such 
high powered sports countries as 
the United States and Russia. 
The latter is estimated to spend 
2.2 billion dollars each year on 
sports facilities and the develop- 
ment of athletes. 

The key bo Canada’s Olympic 
budget, however, is that it comes 
from voluntary contributions by 
bank managers, by barbers and by 
ballet dancers. The OQA rightly 
feels that unlike one gigantic 
government grant, funds raised 


this way demonstrate the’ support 
of the Canadian people for our 
athletes. 

Our athletes deserve this sup¬ 
port. The rigors of international 
competition call for myriad sac¬ 
rifices and in some oases almost 
a withdrawal from normal, social 
lie for the young men and wo¬ 
men concerned. For many, the 
only reward is of having given 
their best for their country.

Can You Pass 
This Fire Quiz Test?

Commissioner) 

The pursuit of new technical 
information is so very important, 
'but 'how we'll do 'home owners 
'know the simple facts that will 
spell the difference between life 
or death should fire suddenly 
strike the home? Dwelling fires 
■in Alberta each year make up 
more than 50 'per cent of the total 
number of fires. There has been 
'a slight decrease in the number 
of dwelling fires in the last few 
ye'ars due perhaps to more con¬ 
cern about this 'problem, but still 
30 per cent of all fire deaths oc¬ 
cur in homes. 

The best way to gurantee fine 
safety in your home is to teach 
the family the basic safety rules. 
Take the time to read the follow¬ 
ing fiire test quiz. You should be 
able 'to answer “yes” to all these 
questions. Any time the answer is 
■“no” it will indicate a potential 
danger spot which needs prompt 
attention and correction. 

In Case (of Fine— 

•—‘Is the number of the nearest 
fire department posted near the 
phone? 

—Have you instructed your fam¬ 
ily dm. a plan of action if Hire 
breaks out? 

--Has your family been instructed 
and drilled on the location of 
exits from the house and how 
to dose all windows and doors 
in case of fire? 

—Do you keep exit routes dear— 
especially of. such things as 
room heaters and stoves which 
might start a fire and block 
your escape? 

—Aire bedroom windows large 
enough and unobstructed to 
serve as emergency exits? 
care of ChiMnen- 
—Do you make it a rule never to 
leave small children alone or 
unattended? 

-Do you show your baby-sitter 
the escape routes from your 
home, and give instructions on 
the right wa-y to call the fire 
department? 

-Does your baby-sitter (and you!) 
know the first rule of safety in 
fire emergencies: get everybody 
out fast ami don’t go back in? 
—Are your children trained to 
keep a safe distance from flame 
and spark sources?

Measles 

It has been taken for granted 
for years that every chid sooner 
oir later must have measles. Ini 
fact, almost al children in the 1 
past have at one time or another 
bad measles. However, measles is 
a serious disease, and oan cause 
death and disability, according to 
the Canadian Medical Association. 
Some children develop severe 
pneumonia and have a difficult 
time recovering. Occasionally a 
child has a severe nervous system 1 
complication ( wMch leaves him 1 
crippled for life. 

Newly developed vaccines for 
the prevention of measles have 
proven to be extremely effective. 
There are two types of vaccines: 
the killed measles vaccine and the 
live measles vaccine. At the pres¬ 
ort time medical opinion favors 
the live vaccine which has been 1 
treated so that the virus which 


normally causes measles has been 
weakened so it causes only a very 
mid disease — a little bit of fever. 
Perhaps some headache, a little 
cough. The child gets the same 
protection he would have after 
having had the full-blown disease. 

There are two forms of live vac¬ 
cine. One is combined with gam¬ 
ma globulin in order to minimize 
the symptoms that might develop. 
Another form of the vaccine is 
further weakened so that it does 
not require the giving of gamma 
globulin along with it. 

The QMA advises that measles 
vaccine should be given to child¬ 
ren over the age of nine months. 
In this way measles can be pre¬ 
vented. It is interesting that the 
mid, modified measles induced by 
the vaccine is non-infections and 
yet it produces the same life¬ 
long protection that the regular 
disease produces.

Students To 
Present The 
Minstrel Show 

The students of the Horace Al¬ 
len High School Pep Club hope 
that they can revive 'the old Amer¬ 
ican form of entertainment—The 
Minstrel Show. The Minstrel Show 
is to be presented on March 1st in 
the Horace Allen High School at 
8 p.m. 

The Minstrel Show,, a purely 
native form of entertainment, was 
America’s unique contribution to 
the history of theatre. In imita¬ 
tion of the singing and dancing of 
plantation slaves, white minstrels, 
their f aces and hands blackened' 
with 'burnt cork, built their per¬ 
formances on the songs, humor, 
superstitions and peculiarities of 
the Negro. The first minstrel show 
wias presented in New York in 
1043. The 1870’s and 1880’s pro¬ 
duced large organizations with 
hundreds of performers. On the 
minstrel stage, performers like 
A1 Jolson and Nat Goodlwin re¬ 
ceived their introdluction to the 
theatrical world. 

The stereotype of the American 
Minstrel Show ws fixed by the 
Christy Minstrels as early as the 
1850’s. In the “first part” the 
show opened with a well executed 
song and drill across the stage. 

At the famous command from the 
Interlocutor, “Gentlemen, Be Seat¬ 
ed”, the performers took their 
places in a semi-circle, with the 
end-men, attired in extravagant 
and colorful costumes, and equip¬ 
ped with tambourines and casta- 
nettes, sitting at the ends, and 
the interlocutor in the middle. 

There followed a well coordin¬ 
ated program of ballads, choruses 
and jokes, and the black-faced 
endrnen furnishing the comedy in 
lively repartee with the interlocu¬ 
tor. 

Among the mass of songs for 
the minstrel were the songs of 
Stephen Poster, such as “My Old 
Kentucky Home”, “Old Black 
Joe”, “Carry Me Back To Old 
Virginny” to mention only a few 
and the song “Dixie” written by 
Emtoett. The “first part” was 
followed by the olio, a combina¬ 
tion of specialties comparable to 
the vaudeville show. The olio gen¬ 
erally opened with a monologue 
by the company's premiere oomted- 
ian. There followed musical and 
dancing acts, skits of many kinds 
and the Grand Finale in which all 
the members of the company 
participated. 

Today, the professional minstrel 
show is but a memory. Minstrelsy 
remains the chief sport of ama¬ 
teurs. The minstrel jokes which 
delighted earlier generations would 
not “get a laugh” in this more 
sophisticated age of girls shows, 
musical extravaganzas and Holly¬ 
wood features. However, the high 
school students hope that they can 
bring about a return off the Min¬ 
strel Show to the “Pass” and per¬ 
haps bring back memories to the 
old and acquaint the young with 
this form of entertainment which 
was once so .popular on the stage. 

Comte out and enjoy an evening 
full of laughter! 

Court Rejects 
Two Appeals Against 
The Ostash Award 

(Lethbridge Herald) 
CAiLGARY (cp) — The appeal 
division of Alberta Supreme Court 
has rejected appeals by the prov¬ 
ince and a heating firm against 
an $86,000 award to the family of 
John Ostash, former mayor of 
Coleman, Alberta. 

The award, set by Chief Justice 
C. C. MoLauirin last year, followed 
the deaths of three of Mr. Os- 
tash’s children and the amputa¬ 
tion of one of his legs after his 
home filled with carbon monox¬ 
ide in March, 1964. 

The chief justice last year Warn¬ 
ed a blocked furnace vent and 
held a provincial gas inspector 
one-third responsible and the Cole¬ 
man firm of Better Plumbing and 
Heating, two-thirds responsible. 

Chief Justice S. Bruce Smith of 
the appeals division said in a 
written judgment the appeal court 
would not be justified in inter¬ 
fering with the Alberta Supreme 
Court judge’s assessment of re¬ 
sponsibility.

Dr. A. U. Paivio and supported 
through the National Fitness and 
Amateur Sport Program, has been 
involved for the past three years 
in the study of the effects of ex¬ 
ercise on dinkally healthy per¬ 
sons' and on cardiac victims.
